For some months past there has been 
much talk in local Hibernian and Irisb- 
Amcricui drctet retarding the erection 
iu this city of an Irlih temple, where many 
■odeties could meet, that woold be a 
credit to Louisville, mentioned hereto- 
fore in these columns. At the outset 
Division 1 of the Ancient Order of 
Hiht-riiiaiis siitiscribeil about $70(1 to the 
guarantee fund for this purpose, and 
since that time the sentiment in favor of 
the sugK'Bti<"> grown with startling 
rapidity, and now all that seems neces- 
M17 for the realizatioa of the hopes of 
tha origioatora of this laudable idea is 
the appointment of a committee of rcpte- 
aenUtive and hustling Iriahmen trith 
authority to proceed with the wotle of 
raising the necessary funds. 

John J. Cronen, the well-known Third- 
street electrician and prominent and ])<)p- 
ular in the Hibernian organization, has 
long been a stanch advocate of some such 
measure, and at a large meeting held 
Tuesday night in Hibernian Hall elo- 
quently urged the adoption of a plan, 
which has since been appcored of by the 
County Board of Directora and Division 
4, wherebjr tlie Ancient Order of Hiber- 
nians might within a few years acquire 
handsome buildings in all the leading 
cities of the United States and Canada 
with but little elTort upon their part. 

There are today abou. rjo.oixi niemhers 
of the order in this country, and wcr-.- 
the National Board of Directors to order 
a aemi*annnal aaseasment of fifty cents 
per member to be used for no other pur- 
pose, the amount thus raised would soon 
place in all the dtiea such buildings as 
they desired. While this sum seems very 
small, the amount that could lie iraised 
during tlic next ten years would assume 
most gigantic proportions. Of course, in 
the distribution of the fund the larger 
the membership the larger would be the 
amount provided, and this of itself would 
put tvery division in America to work to 
incnaae ita members and therefore be 
entitled to the largest possible percent- 
age of the money, and there is substan- 
tial grounds for the belief that before 
the first ten years rolled by there would 
be at least ^W,!^!!! men enrolled in the 
Ancient Order of Hibernians. 

All those who heard Mr. Cronen pre- 
sent his plan pronounced it the most 
feasible and practical ever suggested and 
were proud that it came from I«oaisvilIe. 
At the meeting of the Connty Board of 
Sireetofa tbia week Secretary William 
Meehan was insuuoled to oommnnicate 
with President 'John Keating and the 
National Hoard ot Directors, informing 
tlieni of the action taken here ai- l iirjjinj; 
theiii to ajjprovf and Milunit the same to 
all the divisions under their jurisdiction. 

The reporter for tlie Kentucky Irish 
American interviewed members of the 
four divisions this week, all but one 
declaring themselves heartily in favor of 
the n«w idaa. The single one opposed 
MoMhwd that be wanted a home for 
nnarnians erected here immediately, 
and were he assured that one could be 
obtained without too long delay he would 
earnestly support and contribute to any 
plain that met general approval. 

One thing seems assured, however, 
and that is that the Hibernians of this 
city will not long be without buildings of 
their own.

O'CONNELL'S FEE BOOK. 



The Trustees of the National I,ibrary of 
Ireland have just purchased the fee book 
of Daniel O'Conncll. Thia little volume 
la ita hnndted orao of pagea of parallel 
fi^Tff"* laborionaly ptepared by the hand 
of the Ubesator himaelf shows in pounds, 
shillings and pence his eariy stcngglas. 
O'Conncll was called to the Irish Im? In 
1798 — the year of the rebellion— and 
seven days later he got his fi rst brief — 
from a brother-in-law— w ho retained him 
to draft a declaration on a promissory 
note. The only other ousiness he got 
that year was also given to him by a' 
kiaamaa— a cousin— and it was of the 
same kind. The fee on aadi aceaatoa 
was /I Sb 9d. It was in one of hia earl- 
iest cases that O'CwumU made the retort 
tLat attracted attention to him. He was 
crooa-examiniug an awkward witness, 
who declared that be had drunk nothing 
hut his share of a pint of whisky. "On 
your oath, now," thundered the young 
counsel "was not your share all but the 
pewter?" 

O'Connell's fee book is an interesting 
reoocd of his tmgU rise in the profession. 
Por the fint year, as we have seen, bis 

income amounted to only 6a Od. Next 
year he earned over £fO and the year 
after he made over £400, According to 
memoranda made in biaown handwriting 

his income in 1803 was '/'^tfS and in the 
years ^776, ,^840, /^1,077, 
j£itlW. j£i,736, £i,m, ^3,047

Cardinal Gibbons delivered a sermon 
at high mam last Sunday In the Baltimore 

Cathedral, in which he reviewed briefly 
the events of the century just closed, 
with special reference to the wars which 
have been waned during that pori<xl as a 
preface to an nrj^ent plea for universal 
peace. He incidentally touched upon the 
subject of the proposed increase of the 
standing army in this country, pointing 
out the evil results arising from the main* 
tenance of large bodieaof armed men in 
l':urope, and expressed the hope that 
similar conditions may navar obtain in 
this country. 

The text was Isaiah, Ix. : 

The mission of Jesiis Christ on earth 
was a mission of jieace. He came to es- 
tablish in our hearts a triple peace — peace 
with God, peace with our neighbor and 
peace with ourselves. Man's peace with 
God waa dissolved by hia'tcbdiion 
against his Maker. Christ came to re- 
store man to the friendship of God by 
sacrifice of His life on the cross. He 
tells us that this peace is to be maintained 
by the observance of the commandments. 
"There is much peace, O Lord, to those 
that keep Thy law, and for thtm there is 
no stumbling-block." 

Cardinal Gibbons is reported to have 
said in the oonrse of his grand sermon: 

Ete hss taught ns to have peace with 
our neighbor by obeerviog the eternal 
principles of justice and charity, by 
doing unto others what we would wUb 
others to do unto us. And He tells us 
that we will have i)L-ace with ourselves 
l)y keeping our pa.ssioiis subject to reason 
and our reason subject to faith. 

But Christ's mission of peace had a 
wider scope than to the individual man. 
His mission waa alao to bring peace to 
the family and aoeiaty. Aa the Ood of 
Peace, which Be ia odled by St. Paul, 
He brings peace to the human heart. As 
the Patber of Peace He brings peace to 
the family, and as the Prince nf Peace, 
as He is called by Lsaiah, He brings 
peace to society and the commonwealth. 

Is it not a iiio< kery of justice and a 
scandal to the pagan world to see two 
Christian nations cutting each other's 
throat in the name ot Christian dviliza- 

tiOD? 

Ia it not an outrage to coatempkte osa 
nation fotdng by the sword har lawa, bar 

government and political institutiona os 
another nation in the interests of trade 

and commerce, as if merchandise and 
dollars snd cent? were of more value 
than human lives? Is it not monstrous 
to see a strong power invading a weak 
one and seizing her territories on the 
hjrpopitical plea of rectifying her bound- 
arles? Thia rectification of boundaries is 
a very old practice and is a polita name 
for robbery on a large scale. 

May God so guide our legislators and 
statesmen that they may never be be- 
trayed into imitating European Govern- 
ments by the establishment of tormidable 
standing armies. God forbid that we, 
ourselves flushed with recent victories, 
should ever become intoxicated with the 
wine of imperialism or militariam, but 
may we always follow the traditions of 
the fathers of the republic. 

BISHOP WIOOEa 



Venerable Bishop of Newark 
Pasaad Away Satur^ 
day Night. 



The veaecabia and Sight &ev. Bishop 
M. Wigger, of the diocese of Newark, 
died Saturday night at Setoo Hall, Sooth 
Orange, N. J. The Bishop had been ill 
for several days without any hope of his 
recovery. His condition was so low Fri- 
day afternoon that a report of bis death 
was bciit out, which, however, proved to 
be erroneous. The Kishop had a weak 
spell early in the morning, but rallied to- 
ward noon. One of hia lungs was badly 
affected and ha found it dilBsnlt to 
breathe. 

The &ev. Pather, Carroll, of Jersey 
City, and Robert V^gger, his only 
brother, were at his bedside all night. 
During the early hours all the priests in 
the college assembled in his bedroom, 
and the prayers for the dying. were said. 
His temperature was 104°. Vicar General 
O'Connor admiuiatered the last rites of 
the chitfch at daylight on Thursday. 
Bishop Wigger died .of pneumonia. He 
bad had two attacks of the same disease 
before. The first was in 1899, in Italy. 
A year ago be was attacked again. •

|fter a century of ups and downs, 
em to enter the new century with 
etter oonditlona and p roapect a , er. 
3t England, and her condition is 
rloomy, her outlook dark. She 
[loses the century with prestige 
power weakened, iaflnciiee 
led, trade limited and slipped 
^way, financial bankruptcy im- 
iding, with no ray of hope in 
immediate ftittue. 
Ill closing acooonts for the cen- 
|y, }<:ngland shows much on the 
Dug side of the ledger, and her 
in very bad ihape ; aodi as 
1 the case of individuals or a cor- 
|>ration would call for a receiver, 
diplomacy she is ignored and 
atrabbed; her pfcatige ao one 
irs.not even the Boers, who seem 
(o be chasing the red-coats at their 
;>leasure; her navy, the birgest in 
lie world, ia not dreaded, for it is 
Intiquated, and recent naval events 
prove that it is not numbers or size, 
}ut modern improvements, that win 
! battlca; ihe no longer leads in 
jmmerce and trade, but is fighting 
'^for her life and losing day by day, 
the Chicago, instead of Liverpool, 
(iuotationa now mlioff the commer- 
\al world. She has ceased to he 
the money king; her consols are 
discounted while the bonds of other 
^nations are at a premium ; the dis- 
junt rate of the Bank of Ivngland 
las now no effect on other financial 
'markets; American stoduand bonds 
rule the industries, even in the 
London Exchange; American man- 
ufacturers ship better and cheaper 
goods and products, and sell theffl 
cheaper in all markets, even in 
Ivn^land; New York Instead of Lon- 
don is now the l>arometer of the 
world's finanoea; the American gold 
dollar, rather than the English 
crown, is being recognized as the 
Soncy standard among nations. 
America is the money lender to na- 
tions, while England (would you 
believe it?) is a borrower, floating 
her consols in American and other 
markets, and finally the "Yankee 
rag," not the Union Jack, is re- 
spected of all nations the world 
over. 

And Uda of Bngland, the leader, 

master, dictator, money king, com- 
mercial boss of the world a hun- 
dred years ago! No wonder Eng- 
lishmen review the Nineteenth cen- 
tury in sadness and anger, and can 
see only threatening doods where 
othen see fair sunshine in the 
Twentieth century. 

To the impartial observer of the 
history of the past century this is 
no surprise. It is with nations as 
with individuals— a wrong course 
can only bring a disastrous result; 
but the egotism of nations, like the 
egotism of individtmls, blinds them, 
and they can not, or will not see. 
Nations, like individuals, have their 
faults, peculiar to them, and egot- 
ism is peculiarly Bnghmd's fault; 
otherwiie English statesmen would 
have foreseen, as others did, the 
error of her policies, and by a 
change checked decadence and 
Averted the inevitable disaster. I 
Bce really began [ 



with the close of the luRhteenth 
and opening of the Nineteenth cen- 
tury, due to the greed and tyranny 
of crazy George III. This lost the 
American colonies, with their un- 
limited wealth; demonstrated that 
iCngliih armica oonld be defeated 
by backwoodsmen who knew noth 
ing of military training or discip- 
line, These colonists founded and 
have maiatained a fovcmment 
based on liberty, a beacon light 
that has served to inspire hope and 
arouse to arms against English op 
presrion and aggreision even to this 
day — the Boers in South Africa, 
whose ambition is to found a South 
African republic after the model of 
the United Slatca. Thcae aame 
American colonists demonstrated in 
the war of 181 2 that the invincible 
English navy, the aiiatreM of the 
seas, could be whipped by fiahermen 
and longshoremen, even though 
they lacked warships, naval arma- 
ment or experience, and from that 
time the Btigliah navy haa been less 
dreaded as the years roll hy. 

Indeed, during the past century 
England has steadily dedined as a 
military and naval power. In the 
Napoleonic wars she did practically 
nothing, and but for the fact that 
an English Qeneral commanded at 
Waterloo and was accorded the 
glory of a victory which Blucher, 
a German, won, she would not have 
been heard of. In the Crimea and 
in China she was merely the ally of 
France, and now at the close of the 
century, when the whole Chinese 
question is at stake, she ranks with 
the second class nations, the dictat- 
ors being Ru;'«siri, United States, 
Germany, France. Only in wars 
of conquest with weak and barbar- 
ous people has English prowess 
been shown, and all this is proven 
to be nil by the closing and yet un- 
finished diaplcr of the great English 
military power being strained to its 
lap* resources, beaten, shattered, 
demoralized and threatened with 
ignoolnioaa defeat and aanHdla* 
tion by the insignificant Dutch 
farmers of Sooth Africa, although 
the English army outnumbered 
them aba to one, b equipped with 
improved arms, supplied with re- 
sources and commanded by the 
ablest officers. England, from her 
highest offidato to all deaaca of her 
people, is humiliated, baffled, des- 
perate at this climax in her military 
affairs. 

In Unaaoa, oommcrce, education, 

manufactures, everything it seems, 
England's course has been the same 
and the results and conditiona alike 
disastrous, the aame American col- 
onists, grown to a world power, 
being her chief and most aggressive 
competitor. 

Is the prophecy to be fulfilled 
that the Nineteenth century will be 
the limit of English rule as a first 
class power ; that Queen Victoria's 
rdgn will be the last of British 
supremacy, and with her death rev- 
olution and disintegration begin. 

QAflBUNQ. 

Judge Barker's charge to the 
grand jury on gambling is strong, 
as usual. The Judge specifically 
says that the poUoe can suppress 
gambling in this dty in fifteen 
minutes, and by intimation places 
the responsibility for its ezisteuce 
on the Mayor, Board of Safety and 
Chief of Police, who control the 
police. The City Hail authorities 
retort that they can do nothing 
effective to snppnaa gambling be- 
cause when they furnish evidence, 
make arreiils and secure indict- 
ments, the ootuts allow the gamb- 
ling to^ continue and on technical- 
ities dismiss the accused. In this 
crimination and recrimination both 



seem to be fight— but it is plain 

that neither side have broken their 
necks to suppress gambling, which 
tmder the law can be done 
promptly, though both are em- 
phatic in their desire to do so. To 
a man up a tree it seems, despite 
all aseer t to na , that all of them favor 
or fear the gamblers. In the mean- 
time with forty-one gamblers in- 
dicted by the December grand jury, 
under bond and the caaaa aet for 
trial, the pool rooms, etc. , are run- 
ning wide open as usual, never 
having stopped for a minute. Who 
is retpoat&At for this? 



In I«ondon a syndicate otgaidsed 
to relay one of street railways and 

furnish it with new equipment has 
failed before fairly beginning the 
work. The chief item of the asset 
was the contract, and an American 
syndicate purchased all the assets. 
As several months of the time have 
elapsed with nothing done an ex- 
tension was asked and refused in 
the hope the Americans would give 
up the contract and an English 
syndicate get it. But the Am«lcans 
didn't. All the material, machin- 
ery, etc., of the defunct syndicate 
were sold out; superintendents and 
workmen ordered from the United 
States to do the preparatory work 
on the road; instructions cabled to 
the United States to make plans, 
erect additional ahopa. with more 
machinery and men to provide the 
rails, engines, etc., thus working at 
both ends of the job at once — not a 
bit of the woik to be done by Eng- 
lishmen. The Londoners, chagrined, 
are chuckling at the probability of 
the Yankee losing out by failure to 
complete the work in the spedfied 
time and having to pay a heavy 
forfeit. Railway builders of Europe 
look on in wonder at the undertak- 
Ing^he Yankee ishuatUng. It's 
dollars to door knobs that the job 
will be finished with time to spare. 



The Judge who resents criticism 
of his acts by ierking up the critic 
and sending him to jaU for con- 
tempt maybe regarded as arbitrary, 
but leaves no room for doubt thit 
he recognizes and is determined to 
uphold the dignity of his court. 
But the Judge who eschews his offi- 
cial prerogative, descends to the level 
of the ordinary citizen, goes into 
another court and has his critics in- 
dicted under the general law for 
libel, may be pursuing the proper 
course, but is not likely to impress 
the public with much respect for 
the dignity of his court or the In- 
justice of the critidam.

An election of doctor for the newly 

created ■lisi>em,arv district of Ilallybnnion 
took place at the t>oanl room. I.istowel, 
and resulted in the return of Dr. Josejih 
Costello, Glin, by a majority of twenty- 
two. 

There has bean a serious outbreak of 
typhoid fever in the neignborhood of 
Galbally and Ballylanders, in Tlpperary. 
The diseaae made its appearance only a 
short time ago, but it has spread rapidly 
and already several deaths have occurred. 

We regret to announce the death of 
John Nagle, which occurred at his resi- 
dence, Cmdonan, Cloamel. The deceased 
gentleman was the father of Rev. William 
Nagle, Clogheen, and Rev. Bdward 
Nagle, English Martyrs' church, Preston. 
The funeral took place at Kilcaah, where 
his remains were intarxed in the fBBdly 
burying ground. 

A sad case of drowning is reported 
from Wexford. A ftener named Nicho- 
las Devereox, Tacnnahane, while walk' 
ing along the quay accidentally fell over 
and was drowned. Two men named Pnr 
long and Walsh went to his assistance, 
but life was extinct before a rescue could 
be effecte<l. The deceased was highly 
esteemed tbrougbout tbe district and 
leaves a wifa ud fHMUy to aionra his 
loss. 

We ragret to annonnoe that LannuMe 
Lawler, eqgine driver in the service of 
the D. W. ft W. Railway Company, who 

was knocked off his engine while in m 
lion at Carrickmines some days ago, as 
already reported, and removed to the 
Meath Hospital, died there on Thursday 
from the effects of his injuries. The de- 
ceased, who has been over thirty years in 
the service of the railway company, was 
a most rcQMCtable and indnstrions man 
and well known, too, and deaervedly 
popolar with the psssangsis of tho Bar- 
court street branch. 

At a recent meeting of the Cork County 
Council Mr. O'Callaghan moved the sus- 
pension of the standing orders to direct 
attention to the following resolution, 
which he would propose with regard to 
the recent system of jury packing in that 
oonrthonse: "That we, the Gerk County 
Council, Uke this our first opportunity 
of protesting against the lufkmona prac- 
tice of jury packing perpetrated in this 
courthouse at the late winter assizes; that 
copies be forwarded to the Chief Secre- 
tary, the Attorney General and the city 
and county members of I'arUameut." 
The resolution was adopted. 

Dr. Bdward Clarke Thompaon, of 
Omagh, was rettmted unop p os e d as the 
Parliamentary repres ent a ti ve of North 
MonaKhan, succeeding tbe late Daniel 
McAleese.' Dr. ~Tfe<JiHpBtm was iioini«- 
nated in eight papers, all signe<l by rep- 
resentative and inflnential ele.-tors. In 
the first paper he was proiK)sed by the 
Very Rev. Father Keown and seconded 
by Patrick O'Hare, of Tnllygillen, County 
Monaghan. The assenting electora were 
Messrs. Owtn McBnally, Chark* Me- 
Alesae. Matbew Fiti^atrick, John Traa- 
nor, Patrick Gormley, Patrick McKenna 
and James Stowey, all of Monaghan. 

The Limerick County Coimcil since 
tbe local government act came into oper- 
ation have been requesting the Irish 
executive to arrange for having the work 
of repairing and amintainlag the public 
roada done by direct labor under the 
supervision of tbe County Survejror, and 
quite recently they addressed the Chief 
Secretary to receive a deput:iliou on tbe 
subject. A letter has been received 
stating that the Chief Secretary would 
receive the deputattou named— the ICarl 
of Dunraven, Lord Monteagle, the Chair- 
man, Anthony Mackey, and Robert CoU. 
ITp to the present the work is being 
done und;'r the contract system. 

A special ineelinx of the Omagh I'rban 
Council was helil for the purix)se of tak- 
ing steps to oppose the Gas Company's 
bill in the next session of Parliament. 
M. Lynch, J. P., presided. Tbe Chair- 
man said the raadatloa that would be 
snbaiitted to then waa one in the direc- 
tion of opposing the bill that was being 
promoted by the Omagb Gas Company. 
It was clear to any one who read the 
newspapers that such matters as the 
lighting of the town should be in tbe 
hands of tbe governing body of the local- 
ity. He then proposed a resolution to the 
effect that the bill be opposed. Mr. 
Clements, in ssoonding the motion, said 
that no matter what they lighted tbe town 
with, electric Ught or gaa, it tfboutd be in 
the hands of this Rov«rning body. The 
resolution was then passed, Mr. DavUa 
dissenting. 

A meeting tsaa Md at Kinsala in con- 
naetion with the propoaad memorial to 
the late Father Cummins, C. C, James 
O'NeUl presiding. John O'Sullivan pro- 
posed "That we aonaat and recommend 
that a montmient be erected on the grave 
of the late Father Cummins, and that a 
tablet be erected in some suitalle part of 
the parish church, Kinsale." He said 
he knew Father Cuuiniins since he waa a 
child, and he found him always willing 
to extend a helping hand to every worthy 
object.
